NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

WRITTEN   DATA   AFFIXED    TO    CONTAINERS   OF   MEAT    OR    PRODUCT. 

There  have  been  submitted  to  the  bureau  numerous  samples  of  articles,  such  as  tags, 
cards,  tickets,  etc.,  bearing  names,  addresses,  figures,  and  similar  data  written  with 
pencil,  crayon,  brush,  or  pen,  which  are  affixed  to  shipping  containers  of  meat  and  meat 
food  product  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  the  contents  to  checkers,  billers,  clerks, 
and  others  filling  orders  in  official  establishments,  and  also  to  parties  distributing  the 
products  in  route  cars,  autos,  and  wagons. 

While  written  statements  lack  uniformity  essential  to  formal  bureau  approval  it  is 
not  the  intention  at  this  time  to  prohibit  the  use  of  such  articles  bearing  written  data 
essential  to  distribution  when  their  use  is  supplementary  and  not  in  lieu  of  required 
markings,  provided  that  the  written  data  are  not  false  or  deceptive. 

When  the  written  data  above  authorized  are  to  appear  on  tags,  cards,  tickets,  etc., 
bearing  printed  statements,  such  printed  statements  must  be  submitted  for  approval 
as  required  under  the  regulations. 

MARKING    SAUSAGE   AND    OTHER   PRODUCTS    IN    ANIMAL   CASINGS. 

Referring  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  requiring  the  marking  of  sausage  and 
other  meat  food  products  in  animal  casings,  to  declare  the  addition  of  water,  cereal, 
milk,  benzoate  of  soda,  or  other  substances,  artificial  coloring  of  the  casings,  preparation 
of  the  product  from  meat  passed  for  sterilization,  or  to  declare  composition,  the  bureau 
holds  that  when  such  articles  contained  in  animal  casings  smaller  than  the  ordinary 
ring  variety  leave  establishments  in  cartons  having  a  maximum  capacity  of  10  pounds 
and  containing  a  single  kind  of  product,  the  marking  may  be  omitted  from  the  casings 
since  the  required  labeling  on  the  cartons  is  considered  sufficient  marking  and  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations. 


MARKINGS     FOR    INEDIBLE    FATS    NOT    TO    BE    SUBMITTED    FOR    APPROVAL. 

Labels,  stencils,  and  other  markings  for  inedible  fats  are  no  longer  required  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Washington  office  for  approval.  Inspectors,  however,  should  super- 
vise the  marking  of  such  fats  to  insure  compliance  with  the  regulations  governing  the 
application  of  the  word  "Inedible."

HOTEL   RATES  FOR   GOVERNMENT  EMPLOYEES. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  made  arrangements  by  which  certain  hotels  have 
agreed  to  grant  reductions  in  rates  to  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government 
traveling  on  official  business.  A  revised  list  of  such  hotels  and  the  reduction  offered, 
as  given  in  Circular  97  of  the  Bureauof  the  Budget,  dated  March  12,  1923,  appears 
below.     This  list  supersedes  all  previous  lists. 

Several  instances  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  which 
misunderstandings  have  arisen  between  hotel  employees  and  applicants  for  reduced 
rates.  It  is  suggested  that  if  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government  ascertain 
the  regular  rates  when  they  apply  for  accommodations,  show  their  credentials,  and 
ask  for  the  reduction,  before  registering,  misunderstandings  will  be  largely  avoided. 
It  is  believed  that  the  presentation  of  travel  order  or  other  official  instructions  will 
constitute  sufficient  identification  for  this  purpose.  Should  any  hotel  listed  in  this 
circular  decline  to  grant  the  reduction  indicated  (provided  the  applicant  has  fur- 
nished proper  identification  and  claimed  reduction  at  time  of  registering),  it  is  re 
quested  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  be  promptly  informed. 

«ET  Should  any  officer  or  employee  have  information  that  hotels  other  than  those  listed 
herein  are  willing  to  grant  reduced  rates  to  officers  and  employees  while  in  a  travel 
status,  it  is  requested  that  the  names  of  such  hotels  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.

AMENDMENT   TO   FISCAL   REGULATIONS. 

TRAVELING   EXPENSES. 

By  Memorandum  424  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  March  3, 1923,  paragraph 
32  (h)  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

32.  Actual  traveling  expenses. 

(h)  Customary  charges  for  subsistence,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  32  (r),  not 
to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $5  for  any  one  day.  These  charges  will  include  all  expenses 
incurred  for  meals,  lodging,  bath,  personal  use  of  room  at  hotel  during  the  daytime, 
waiter  fees  not  exceeding  30  cents  in  any  one  day;  laundry,  cleaning,  and  pressing 
clothes,  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  of  S12  for  each  period  of 'thirty  days,  or  a  pro- 
portionate amount  thereof  for  fractional  parts  of  a  thirty-day  period.  Employees 
will  enter  charges  for  laundry  and  for  the  cleaning  and  pressing  of  clothes  in  their 
reimbursement  accounts  on  the  dates  of  payment,  and  in  the  administrative  examina- 
tion of  the  accounts  the  aggregate  of  all  such  charges  within  the  aforesaid  maximum 
will  be  allowed  to  the  extent  that  subsistence  expenses,  including  charges  for  laundry 
and  for  the  cleaning  and  pressing  of  clothes,  do  not  exceed  the  maximum  authorized 
by  law.  Laundry  periods  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  travel  as  shown  by  each 
account,  except  that  when  two  or  more  trips  are  covered  by  one  account  the  first 
day  of  each  trip  shall  constitute  the  beginning  of  a  period.  Charges  for  laundry  and 
for  the  cleaning  and  pressing  of  clothes  shall  not  be  brought  forward  from  a  previous 
account  or  trip.  Receipts  for  laundry  and  for  the  cleaning  and  pressing  of  clothes 
must  be  submitted  or  a  statement  filed  with  the  reimbursement  account  showing  that 
to  obtain  them  was  impracticable.  Charges  for  laundry  at  official  headquarters  will 
not  be  allowed.  Telegrams  to  hotels  reserving  accommodations  to  be  included  in 
subsistence  expenses  for  the  initial  date  of  the  period  for  which  the  accommodations 
are  occupied;  street-car  and  other  fares  between  place  of  lodging  or  where  meals  are 
taken  and  place  of  duty,  and  all  other  subsistence  expenses.  A  charge  for  lodging  at  a 
hotel  and  a  charge  for  sleeping  berth  for  the  same  night  will  be  allowed  only  when 
accompanied  by  a  definite  statement  of  necessity:  Provided,  That  because  of  State 
laws  reimbursement  for  the  payment  of  waiter  fees  will  not  be  allowed  in  Arkansas, 
Georgia,  Mississippi,  or  Tennessee. 
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ACCUMULATION    OF   DEFECTIVE   SYRINGES. 

It  has  been  noted  that  in  some  instances  defective  syringes  have  been  allowed  to 
accumulate  in  the  field  offices.  When  syringes  are  in  need  of  repairs  they  should  be 
forwarded  promptly  to  the  Washington  office. 


DETAILED   EXPLANATION    REQUIRED  IN    SUBMITTING    OVERTIME   PAY 

ROLL. 

Hereafter,  in  order  that  the  pay  rolls  ior  overtime  work  may  be  audited  properly, 
each  pay  roll  containing  any  claim  of  a  supervising  inspector  should  be  accompanied 
with  a  statement  written  on  a  separate  sheet  showing  the  total  number  of  hours 
he  was  on  duty  during  each  day  for  which  claim  is  made,  together  with  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  exact  duty  performed  by  him  during  the  entire  day.  Unless  the 
claim  is  accompanied  with  such  a  statement  it  will  be  disallowed.  In  addition  to 
the  detailed  statement  a  notation  in  the  remark  column  of  the  pay  roll  should 
indicate  that  the  employee  was  assigned  to  supervising  inspector's  duty.
